in midtown St. Louis, will de- 
pend to a great extent on the 
Sept. 30 special election on the 
city earnings tax, Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker said today. 

A three-fifths majority of 
those voting at the eleetion will 
be necessary for adoption of a 
proposed charter amendment to 
permit the Board of Aldermen 
to continue the earnings tax, at 
no more than the present 42 of 
1 per cent, without obtaining 
further authority from the State 
Legislature. 

Adoption of the charter 
amendment is an important step 
in the five-year plan for the 
Market street area, Tucker said, 
because the earnings tax will 
help keep the city financially 
solvent and able to support a 
large civic improvement bond 
issue to be sought next year. 

City’s Share in Cost. 

Funds for. the city’s part in 
the big redevelopment proposal 
would come from that issue, Ac- 
cording to present estimates, 
that part would be about $10,- 

000, and twice that amount 
would be supplied by the Fed- 
eral Government. 


The program, announced by |" 


Tucker Saturday,' em- 
braces the run-down area bound- 
ed by Twentieth street, Grand 
boulevard, Olive street ‘and the 
Mill Creek Vatiey railroad yards. 
It calls for two years of plan- 
ning and then three years of 
acquisition, demolition and re- 
construction. Many existing bus- 
iness and industrial establish- 
ments in good condition would 
be retained. 

All but 5 per cent of the esti- 
mated total of 19,770 persons 
living in the area are Negroes.

appointed to help locate the fam- 
ilies, and it is contemplated that 
all who want to return to the 
new quarters may do so, many 
of them in low-cost housing 
projects. 

Acquisition Cost Estimate. 
The cost of acquiring the land 
and the buildings to be cleared 
was estimated at $35,000,000 to | 
$50,000,000 by Charles L. Far- 
ris, executive director of the 


Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority. Since there 
has been no time as yet for de- 
tailed plannin?, he said, the es- 
timate is reugh and tentative. 

He estimated also that the city | 
can sell the cleared land for | 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000. At 
the higher figure, there would 
be a deficit of $30,000,000. Un- 
der thé 1949 Housing Act, the 
United States Government can 
grant two-thirds of the deficit 
to the city, leaving $10,000,000 to 
be provided here.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (UP)—

tional conference for the pur- 
pose of cutting off all trade and 
diplomatic relations between, 
Communist gevernments and the’ 
free world. 

It urged that the policy of

versal War.” 

The recommendations were set 
forth in an interim report from 
the House committee set up to 
~ eg aa Communist aggres- 
sion. 

The committee, headed by 
Representative Kersten (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, included Representa- 
tives usbey (Rep.), Illinois; 
Bentley \Rep.), Michigan; Bonin 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania; Hillings 
(Rep.), California; Madden 
(Dem.), Indiana; Machrowicz 
(Dem.), Michigan; Feighan 
(Dem.), Ohio, and Dodd (Dem.), 
Connecticut. 

The group held hearings at 
Chicago, New York, London, 
Munich and Berlin. It took tes- 
timony from 112 “eyewitnesses” 
to Communist aggression in 
Europe. 

The proposed international 
conference would seek agree- 
ment to (1) withdraw diplomatic 
recognition from all Moscow- 
controlled Communist govern- 
ments; (2) terminate all com- 
mercial treaties and trade with 
Communist governments, and 
(3) develop a tradé program 


among non-Communist nations | 
which will strengthen the free 


wor 

The- committee also recom- 
mended: 

1. That the President estab- 
lish in the military forces of the 
Nerth Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion national military units com- 
posed of escapees from behind 
the Iron Curtain. They would 
serve under the national flag of 
their Communist - dominated 
¢ountries. Congress authorized 
this in 1951, but it has never 
been done. 

2. That Congress enact 
cial political asylum legislation 
to provide for “re-establishment 
of selected escapees in the free 
world.” 

3. That an international com- 
mission be established within 
the NATO framework to record 
documentary evidence and ‘testi- 
mony of “Communist crimes” 
for ultimate prosecution at some 
later time. 

4. That the United States 
Government request that the 
committee’s report and testi- 
mony. be distributed among dele- 
gates of other member nations 
“so that the world may see the 
incriminating evidence against 
the international conspirators.” 

Kersten told a press confer- 
ence the testimony taken by the 


committee included personal “in-‘ 


dictments” charging many pres- 
ent-day Soviet leaders with 
criminal activities. 

The committee rejected the 
idea that there can be any dis- 
tinction between strategic and 
non-strategic trade with Com- 
munist countries.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I do not know how the enormous 
‘-{mportation of Swiss watches has 
affected the fortunes of the Ameri- 
can watch industry. But it is a sig- 
‘ nificant fact that the number of 
American watch manufacturers has 
dwindled to three, and one of them 
has been in serious financial diffi- 
culty. 

I do know, however, how it has af- 
fected me and I doubt if my case is 
much different from that of thou- 
sands of other jewelers. 

Until the past two or three years, 
‘my sale of watches has accounted for 
the largest percentage of my incomte. . 
Now this business is withering on 
the vine due entirely to the market 
being glutted with Swiss watches. 
The newspapers everywhere are full 
‘of watch sale ads advertising 17-jewel 
Swiss watches from $14.95 to $19.95. 

Please understand that I have the 
greatest respect for the Swiss watch 
industry. They make the finest 
watches in the world and probably 
always will. But when the Swiss can 
flood this country with 13,000,000 to 
14,000,000 watches year after year, 
I think a halt should be called. I 
am glad Mr. Eisenhower has had 

_ the courage and foresight to do some- 
thing about it. 

It is my opinion that in your in- 
ability to see anything good in the 
Eisenhower Administration, you have 
written about a situation that you 
know very little about. I have been 
selling watches for over 25 years, 
both Swiss and American, and I can 
truthfully say that I have never seen 

the watch market demoralized as it 
is at the present time.

High Hurdle Ahead 


Can the Republican party break away from 
its high-tariff past, and adopt the traditional 
Democratic position in favor of low barriers to 
international trade? “Or is it impossible to 
obtain leadership for a liberal foreign trade 
policy from the Republicans? 

These questions are very much to the fore 
again. In recent years the shift of a large 
meéasure of business sentiment away from high- 
tariff moorings arovsed hope that the Republi- 
can position would also change. That hope 
burned brightly when Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
professing “liberal” foreign trade views, came 
to the presidency and leadership of the party. 

But now the Issue is up In the air. Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s failure to fight fora three-year exten- 
sion of the Rediprocal Trade Agreements Act 
and, even more, his approval of a 50 per cent 
increase in the tariff on watches, by invoking 
the “escape clause’ of a trade agreement out- 
standing since 1936, has renewed the old ques- 
tion about the leopard and its spots. 

As a mark of how deeply disturbing this. 
question is to Republicans of the low-tariff per- 
suasion, we ¢ite The Des Moines Register, in 
the heart of Republican Iowa, The Register was 
an early supporter of Mr, Eisenhower, and it 
has long been. an enlightened advocate of a 
liberal trade policy. Its reaction to the decision 
on watch tariffs can only be described as bitter.

“After all his talk about ‘trade not aid,’” says 

The Register, “President Eisenhower has caved 
in.” The Register describes the decision as “a 
discouraging retreat,” and as.“the President's 
rejection of his own foreign: trade policy.” It 
concludes that the watch tariff decision, to- 
gether with the failure to press for broad tariff 
cutting authority, “destroys confidence that this 
Republican Administration means what it says 
about international economic policy.” 
’ It was only last March 30 that President Eisen- 
hower sent to Congress a special message in 
which he pleaded most effectively the case for 
lower barriers and a higher volume of trade. 


“The United States must take the initiative,” 
he said in that message, in lowering the unjusti- 
fiable trade and currency barriers of the wor}d. 
He pointed out that foreign trade policy was 
closely interlocked with defense and domestic 
prosperity: 

For our own economic growth we must 
have continuously expanding free markets: 
for our security we require that our allies 
become economically strong. Expanding 
trade is the only adequate solution for these 
two pressing problems. 


On these grounds, the President strongly rec- 
ommended, as what he called a “minimum” 
program, the essential proposals of the Randall 
Commission on Foreign Economic Policy which 
he had appointed: a three-year extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act, authority to 
cut tariffs by 15 per cent during the three years; 
revision of the Buy-American act, and so on. 

o ~ . 

This was a splendid program which greatly 
heartened those who had urged Republican 
leadership in the cause of lower trade barriers. 
Yet today, scarcely four months later, that pro- 
gram has been abandoned and the President has 
exercised his power in the watch case in a 
manner directly contrary to its principles. 


Nobody would expect a Republican Aminis- 
tration led by the high-tariff bloc to fight for a 
liberal trade policy. “ But when a Republican 
Administration led by the Eisenhower wing runs 
from the fight, where does that leave those who 
hoped the G.O.P. could change with. the times? 

The foreign economic policy which President 
Eisenhower urged on Congress last March re- 
mains the sound policy for America in this 
second half ef the twentieth century. It is 
necessary, as he said then, for our own eco- 
nomic welfare and for the welfare of the free 
world, Unless the Republican party can develop 
effective leadership for this policy, the people 
must turn to a party which car.

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The NLRB Goes Too Far 

One of the most soundly criticized provisions 
of the Wagner Act was its prohibition against 
employers communicating with their workers on 
such matters as joining a union or other union 
activity. Now the National Labor Relations 
Board, in a 3 to 2 decision, is permitting em- 
ployers to question employes individually on 
these matters. 

The. intent of the original provision was to 
prevent intimidation, to keep employers from 
threatening workers, for example, that they 
would lose their jobs if they joined a union. 
But in the effort to prevent this, the law de- 
prived employers of the legitimate right to 
express their opinions. This was corrected by 
the ‘Taft-Hartley Act and by Labor Board de- 
cisions. An employer is now free to say what 
effect unionism, in his opinion, would have on 
his business and his workers’ jobs. 

The new ruling, however, opens the way to 
old abuses. If an employer can question work- 
ers one by one, an atmosphere of inequality and 
fear may be established. As the two holdover 
members of the NLRB pointed out in their dis- 
senting opinion in the case in question, em- 
ployes denied signing union cards when ques- 
tioned even though they had done so only a few 


‘days earlier. 


The problem is psychological. The individual 
worker naturally is afraid of putting himself in 
a position which may lead to discrimination. 
Talk of fair play in Washington does not help 
much in the shop. -To eliminate this fear, the 
Wagner Act went too far; it failed to recognize 
that the employer also has rights. The latest 


.NLRB decision goes too far in the other direc- 


tion. In fact, in this area it almost harks back 
to pre-Wagner Act days.

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Gordon Clapp’s New Job 

The nation’s loss is our largest city’s gain, 
That is a fair as well as quick way to appraise 
the commencement of work by the recent TVA 
chairman, Gordon R. Clapp, as Deputy City Ad- 
ministrator in New York City.

management of its public utilities. | 

For all practical purposes, Mr. Clapp becomes 
one of the deputy city managers of New York. 
For that is to a large extent what was created 
in the office of City Administrator, now filled 
by the distinguished authority on municipal ad- 
ministration, Dr. Luther H. Gulick. 

In order that the Mayor might seek the best 
men possible, the appointees to the Division of 
Administration were exempted from the Resi- 
dence Law, which,requires three years of resi- 
dence in New York for appointees to city posts. 

In all of this a generous measure of credit 
goes to the young son of the late Senator Wag- 
ner of New York. As Mayor, Robert F, Wagner 
Jr., was expected to be an agreeable, personable 
official but one without much heft. When he 
chooses a man like Luther Gulick as manager of 
the city’s affairs and gives Mr. Gulick assistants 
like Gordon Clapp, Mayor Wagner is showing a 
rare sense of public obligation.

needs to visit Berlin is a pass- 
port. and an ‘air ticket for the 
flight from Frankfort, which 
takes about an hour and a half.

. addressed envelope with your request, 


Boxers’ Brains 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


RECENT report of New York State Boxing Commis- 
A sion doctors claims that professional boxers in a well- 

conducted contest rarely suffer brain damage from 
head blows. The study of Drs. Harry A. Kaplan and Jef- 
ferson Browder covered 1043 professional boxers. 

Dr. Kaplan is assistant professor in the department of 
neurosurgery at New York State University and a member 
of the State Boxing Commission. Dr. Browder is professor 
and chief of the department of surgery at the university 
and a member of the State Boxing Commission advisory 
board. 

They say most of the adverse statements about boxing 
injuries to the brain have been based on “impressions &nd 
theoretical concepts.” 

x * * 


DRS. KAPLAN AND BROWDER claim that ringside ob- 
gervations and electro-encephalographs (brain-wave tracings) 
“fail to reveal abnormal neurological features, even in those 
contenders who lost their bouts by a knockout.” Brain- 
wave tests, taken repeatedly over long periods, failed to 
show any changes. Even electro-encephalographs taken 
within 10 minutes after bouts showed no change over the 
prefight record. 

Slow-motion photography confirmed the doctors’ ring- 
side impression that “most blows to the head were short of 
the mark or deflected by the opponent.”. They say: “We 
are in no way implying that professional boxing is a mild 
sport free from bodily hazard. Certainly, much physical 
punighment is sustained, with occasional severe injuries— 
and even death—resulting.” 

“= However, most such damage is a result of a fall back- 
Ward following a blow to the head. This causes an injury 
like that of an automobile accident which throws the pas- 
senger to the pavement. Resilient mats now in use in New 
York State offer some protection from this hazard.

* DRS. BROWDER AND KAPLAN claim that loss of con- 
sciousness occurs more often from punches to other parts 
of the body than from head blows. They think it’s uncom- 
mon for any fighter to be dazed more than twice in any 
bout.

They say that any fighter whose brain-wave tracing is 
repeatedly and severely disorganized should be given thor- 
ough nervous-system examinations before receiving a license 
to continue fighting.

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Driving School for Traffic Violators 


Classes Designed to Educate Minor Offenders—They May Attend Instead of Paying Fines

“The public high schools now 
compulsory driving 
courses,” says Bernard H. 
Sweeney, president of the Safety 
Council, “and it seemed to us, 
if it’s good for them, the people 
who hit our courts should be 
trained, too. If you just fine 
them and send them out on the 
streets, you haven’t done any- 
thing for them; they're still bad 
drivers.” 

“We find that money Is not the 
answer,” says Police Judge Mor- 
ris Rosenthal of the traffic of- 
fender. “It’s a matter of educa- 
tion. It’s better for drivers to 
have the proper attitude than to 
have $50 or $75 in the city 
treasury. We're very optimistic 
about this school. We feel it 
will result in voluntary observa- 
tion of traffic laws by persons 
whose traffic record is not so 
good.” 

The school had its inception 
around a luncheon table one day 
where Judge Rosenthal, Judge 
Robert G. Dowd, Sweeney, and 
Louis Antoine, chairman of the 
Safety Council’s traffic com- 
mittee, discussed a traffic school 
at Northwestern University 
which the two judges had at- 
tended. 

“They told us how successful 
driving schools had been 
throughout the country,” says 
Sweeney, “and we became as 
enthusiastic about the idea as 
they were, and decided to spear- 
head it.” 

M. C. Griggs, driver education 
instructor for the public schools, 
was chosen to head the program, 
and he, Irvin L. Obermark and 
George H. Outlaw, also of the 
St. Louis schools, drew up a 
proposed curriculum. Obermark, 
football coach and driving teach- 
er at Beaumont High School, and 
Harry R. White, Soldan-Blewett 
driving teacher, are the two in- 
structors at persent. Classes are 
held at the Board of Education’s 
Audio-Visual building, 1517 
South The avenue, on Mon- 
day and Wednesday nights from 
7:30 to 9:30. 


Students are, for the most part, 
between the ages of 17 and 25.
